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Review: 1975 in Plano 
People, Places and Events

Most of us tend to pause at 
the New Year season to 
reflect on the past and to 
anticipate the future, and 
from a newspaper’s point of 
view—at least in Plano—1975 
was a year of smooth sailing. 
The Metroplex area, and 
Plano specifically, seems to 
have 
w eathered 
the 
recession much better than 
did a lot of areas who suf­ 
fered major consequences 
due to work layoffs, in ad­ 
dition to the nigh rise of 
living costs. Plano’s yearly 
progress, as viewed at the 
end of the year, seemed to 
glide easily on a day-to-day 
basis without much fanfare. 
Early in 1975, sugar prices 


were the talk of the nation 
and it was no different in 
Plano 
during 
holidays 
celebrations a year ago. 
Salaries, however, usually 
higher in the Metroplex than 
elsewhere 
in the 
nation, 
tended to hold steady, even 
through 
spiraling 
food 
prices, utility rate increases 
and general 
daily 
living 
expenses were felt in the 
city, as well as other cities, if 
not as intensely. It speaks 
well of Plano that only 15 
percent 
of 
the 
city s 
population is considered 
needy. 
With prosperity, it seems, 
comes an upsurge in crime, 
and Plano was not excluded, 
as the crime rate soared 


during 
1975, 
much of it 
resulting 
from 
juvenile 
mischief. 
January, 1975, was the 
month 
the 
Plano 
YMCA 
celebrated the beginning of 
their ninth year in the city 
and it was the month when 
the Plano Jaycees observed 
Pride 
in 
America 
Mem­ 
bership month. 
The week of January 23-27 
was 
proclaim ed 
Betty 
Taylor Week in honor of 
P lano’s longest-term em ­ 
ployee, who retired after 24 
years as the City Secretary. 
It was also announced in 
January 
that 
Lori 
Ann 
McCurley was the recipient 
of the Good Citizen’s Award, 
an honor conferred by the 


DAR (D aughters of the 
American Revolution). Lori 
Ann was chosen for her 
outstanding 
degree 
of 
d e p e n d a b ility , se rv ic e , 
leadership and patriotism, 
and was later to also be 
selected to receive a $1,000 
National Merit Scholarship, 
as was Charles Lim. 
Other young people of note 
included Jam es S. Renard 
and Ronald Degroat who 
were winners of corporate- 
sponsored, four-year Merit 
Scholarships. 
Well-known 
local 
p er­ 
sonalities retiring from their 
positions during the year- 
included Floyd Jolly, a 
teacher with 37 years in 
Texas schools—20 of them in 
Plano—and his wife, also a 
long-time school teacher in 
Plano 
Pete 
Brinson, 
a 
grocery-man with some 43 
years service with Safeway 
retired from public life, as 
did J.B. Toler, former Plano 
Police Chief for 14 years, 
who 
also 
tendered 
his 
resignation during the year. 
It was in the first month of 
the year that candidates 
began to think about the 
April 
5 
city 
and school 
elections, with Bob Patton 
and Frank Adams becoming 
the first two to file for 
election to the school board. 
P laces 
Four 
and 
Five, 
respectively. 
February saw a new judge 
appointed to the 59th district 
court in McKinney, as W. 
Ralph Elliott, a Sherman 
attorney, assumed his new 
duties, 
replacing 
Judge 
David Brown, who resigned.

F irst 
United 
M ethodist

It was also the month that 
Mrs. O retta Hickey was 
nam ed

Econom ics Teacher and 
Alan Johnson was named 
president of the United Way 
advisory board of directors, 
assisted by vice president 
Jim Taylor. The goal for the 
year was higher than ever 
with some $50,000 projected. 
On Feb. 28, ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies were held at the 
n e w ly -e r e c te d 
P la n o 
General Hospital, and the 
first patient was received at 
IO a.m. the next day. Just a 
few days later, on March 4, 
the first baby was born in the 
new facility, and Plano 
merchants made it a special 
occasion with a variety of 
gifts to the baby and its 
family. 
EM 
544, 
steadily 
in­ 
creasing in traffic problems, 
loomed as an issue after the 
opening of the hospital and 
meetings held to discuss the 
matter revealed that the 
earliest construction 
date 
may be in 1977. 
Even though the City of 
Plano is prepared to foot the 
first million dollars on the 
project, the state will have to 
bear the larger portion on 


upgrading of the thorough­ 
fare. 
The year 1975 saw Rev. 
Leonard Allgood leading the 
invocation at 
the annual 
Cham ber 
of 
Commerce 
banquet and then being 
surprised as he was named 
Plano’s Citizen of the Year 
for his outstanding civic 
contributions during 
1974. 
This was also the year that 
the 
Plano 
Cham ber 
of 
Com m erce finally moved 
into new quarters at the 
corner of 15th and L St., a 
move that had been long 
anticipated. 
In other fields of endeavor 
the Chamber of Commerce 
initiated Hot Check Control 
with a recovery program for 
Plano merchants and in­ 
stigated 
a new 
luncheon 
concept at which several 
notables have been guest 
speakers, including Stanley 
Marcus, Congressman Jim 
Collins, Judy Jordan, Mike 
Shapiro and Senator John 
Tower. 
The B icentennial Com­ 
mittee was formed early in 
the year, with Ken Lambert 
at the helm as chairman, 
aided by co-chairman Ann 
Jones, 
Joe Steenbergen, 
Linda 
Cockrum , 
Louise 
Sherrill and David McCall 
HI. 
A contest resulted in an 
official seal being drawn by 
Jim R. Wainner, and the city 
was officially designated as 
a Bicentennial city at a later 
date. 
Thus far, the Committee 
has sponsored the renaming 
of 
A rm strong 
Ave. 
to 
Independence Blvd., hosted 


the Fourth of July picnic in 
Harrington Park, and co­ 
sponsored 
with 
Hunt 
Properties and the Heritage 
Assn. a 
big Bicentennial 
parade on Nov. 23 that in­ 
cluded the deed transfer of 
the Ammie Wilson home to 
the 
Heritage Assn. 
from 
Hunt 
P ro p erties 
and 
groundbreaking 
for 
the 
Pitman Corners Shopping 
C enter, which will gain 
momentum during the early 
part of 1976. 
Mary Kay Barron joined 
the Plano Police Dept, as the 
first woman in the city to 
serve on the police force as a 
patrol officer, and in June, 
Charlie Lott assumed new 
director duties at the YMCA. 
During the summer, the 
arrival of 73 Vietnamese 
refugees to the University of 
Plano campus spurred Plano 
citizens to compassion, and 
it was reported later that the 
response from Planoites had 
been outstanding. By the 
first of September, all of the 
families had been moved 
away from the University 
and relocated, either with 
sponsors, or to jobs, or both. 
Voters supported a 
25- 
m illion-dollar city 
bond 
election in March, and soon 
after, construction on major 
streets such as Dallas North, 
Park St. and Parker were 
undertaken, which hopefully 
will take some of the traffic 
away from EM 544 until it 
can be completed. Already, 
the construction has proved 
helpful.

Quiet Holiday 
Marked Here 


New Year’s was relatively 
quiet in Plano. 
A 
police 
departm ent 
spokesm an reported that 
although officers answered 
97 calls for assistance on 
W ednesday, 
no 
m ajor 
crimes occurred. Thirty-six 
calls for assistance were 
received on 
New 
Year’s 
Day. 
The fire department said 
three grass, one brush and 
one lawn fires were ex­ 
tinguished 
while 
the 
firefighters 
m ade 
five 
ambulance runs and an­ 
swered two miscellaneous 
calls. 
The grass fires were 
reported in a wooded area on 
Peachtree, on westbound 
Park Blvd. west of Custer 
Rd. and on Parker Rd. near 
the Parker Road Baptist 
Church. The brush fire was 
reported near Schell Park 
and the lawn blaze occurred 
at 2533 Eucalyptus. 
Police investigated two 
residential and two motor 
vehicle burglaries, the theft 
of mail, theft of lumber, theft 
of plywood, theft of a bicycle 


and a theft of unspecified 
nature. 
Officers also took two 
reports of criminal mischief, 
investigated 
a 
sim ple 
assault and arrested 20 
persons. 
Those arrested included 
four juveniles and one adult 
for public intoxication, four 
for 
affray, 
three 
for 
shoplifting, 
two for 
no 
drivers license, one for 
carrying 
a 
prohibited 
weapon, one for driving with 
license expired, one on an 
out-of-town warrant, one for

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General Telephone 
Progress Is Related 


1976 is the United States 
Bicentennial 
and 
the 
telephone industry’s cen­ 
tennial. Alexander Graham 
Bell inv«ited the telephone 
in 1876 and maintained a 
patent and monopoly until 
the turn of the c«itury. It 
was not until the 1930’s that 
General 
Telephone 
and 
Electronics was created. 
This 
company 
was 
an 
outgrowth of a small in­ 
dependent teleprfione com­ 
pany that was formed in 
1918. 
In the meantime, what is 
now General 
Telephone 
Company of the Southwest 


was incorporated in Texas. 
The company was to become 
a subsidiary of the company 
known as GTE, growing 
simultaneously on the east 
coast. 
In the early 1900’s, Bell 
System operated in the 
urban 
areas 
and 
in­ 
dependents, family owned 
companies, served smaller 
communities 
and 
rural 
areas. However, a pattern 
developed that caused many 
of the independents to be 
absorbed into the 
Bell 
System. 
This 
occurred 
bwause the independents 
were not large enough and 
Political Stage 
Foresees Change 


Political primaries took on 
a greater significance in 1972 
than before in American 
history. Indications are that, 
doe to further changes and 
regulations by major par­ 
ties, primaries will become 
even more important. 
In his monograph. Paul H. 
Blackman finds that current 
events chart a time of 
transition. The advantages 
of primaries—their ability to 
bring issues and candidates 
to the fore, their democratic 
nature, their easy regulation 
of campaign expenditures— 
must be balanced against 
t he i r 
d i s a d v a n t a g e s . 
Primaries as a rule are 
divisive. inconcliKive, and 
their results often have little 
relationship to the outcome 
of the actual election. 
Blackman finds that the 
Democratic Party’s primary 
reforms of the 1960’s helped 
bring about the division of 
the 1972 campaigns, and that 
further reforms promise 
w o r s e n i n g 
c o n f l i c t . 
Republican efforts along 
similar lines have not been 
as stringently enforced but 
still lead to the proliferation 
of primaries. 
The ether major changes 
have taken place on the stote 
level. Despite the existence 
of certain laws geared 
specifically to 1976 political 
goals, 
or 
others 
that 
discourage 
third-party 
candidates, 
noticeable 
changes have taken place in 
several areas. Among these 


are efforts to guarantee 
serious contests and fair 
allocation of delegate votes, 
and state cooperation in 
a r r a n g i n g 
r e g i o n a l 
primaries. 
All of these reforms, 
Blackman 
feels, 
may 
guarantee fair primaries at 
a cost of increasing length, 
breadth, 
expense, 
in­ 
c o n c l u s i v e n e s s , 
and 
divisiveness of the primary 
season. 
He sees dubious 
authority for the demands 
now 
being 
made 
for 
congressional Constitutional 
action. Major proposals 
currently 
under 
con­ 
sideration would limit the 
number of primary dates 
and equitably distribute 
votes to candidates through 
optional 
or 
mandatory 
primaries. 
Blackman sees federal 
action before 1976 as unlikely 
and 
undesireable. 
He 
believes that the current 
changes and problems are 
the testing ground for any 
major primary reform, even 
though present turmoil may 
lead to internecine warfare 
in the 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
parties. 
A 
s e r i o u s 
t h i r d - p a r t y 
movement 
and 
the 
realignrhent of the parties, 
coupled with traditional 
partisan retreat for divisive 
reforms, may eliminate the 
need for national legislation. 
If not, 1976 experiences 
should aid in designing a 
model primary.

Electoral Year 
Looks To Reform 


“The conflict and con­ 
fusion caused by the 1972 
(x-imaries are going to seem 
negligible compared 
to 
1976,’’ states Paul H. Black­ 
man, author of a new 
Heritage 
Foundation 
monograph. 
“If some version of the 
proposed 
reforms 
isn’t 
implemented, the whole 
area of political priiuaries 
will be left up to the states,’’ 
he c(mtinued. “The resulting 
diversity 
and 
lack 
of 
u n i f o r m , 
c o h e r e n t 
regulations will make a 
mockery 
of the entire 
process.” 
T h e 
m o n o g r a p h , 
Presidential Primaries and 
the 1976 Election, examines 
the reforms of the primary 
system now being proposed, 
llie question of primary 
reform is discussed with 
respect to Constitutional 
autlu)rity, and the proposed 
Congressional changes are 
analyzed. 
Tracing 
the 
history 
of 
political 
primaries, the ponograph 


predicts the impact of 
reforms by states and 
political parties on the 1976 
Presidential elections. 
“This electoral year is 
different because people are 
starting to look at the 
primaries before the elec­ 
tion,” Blackman explained. 
“Always in the past, there 
was furor over the primaries 
after they took place. Any 
momentum 
for 
change 
would fade away as the 
election 
itself 
took 
prece(tence. 
“With the current drive 
toward more primaries in 
more states, however, some 
type 
of 
reform 
is 
inevitable,” Black man 
concluded. “1968 and 1972 
showed that primaries were 
continuing problems. The 
demand for primaries is 
sure to increase, and with it 
the necessity for logical 
organization. The volatile of 
elections 
which 
follow 
primaries is not conducive to 
positive change—the time to 
correct the situation is now.”

Detection Poses 
Difficult Task

Police find that preverrtion and detection of burglary 
poses ore of tne most difficult problems in law en­ 
forcement. 
Volume alone is an overriding factor, particularly as 
related to the number of officers available for this type 
of investigation, according to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. In 1974 an estimated 3,020,700 burglaries 
occurred in tile United States. 
Although statistics for Dece*mber are not yet com­ 
plete. more than 500 burglaries were committed in 
Plano during 1975. Only aoout 19.4 percent of these 
crimes were cleared by arrest. 
The Plano clearance rate is, however, above that for 
the nation (18 percent). The very nature of the crime 
makes it difficult to detect tile perpetrator, but law 


reports 
percent of all cases cleared in 1974 while only 34 per­ 
cent of the cases involved juveniles. Pdf%crt!k under 18 
accounted for 53 percent of all arrests for burglary, 
however. 
In Plano, 76 percent of those arrested for burglary 
during the first ll months of 1975 were juveniles. Police 
thus far have arrested 59 juveniles and 18 adults. 
The job of the police department is to protect you and 
your property, but they cannot be everywhere at (Mice, 
Law enforcement officers need the cooperation and 
support of all citizens to do their job effectively, so call 
the police even if you only suspect a problem. 
Police say you will rarely meet a burglar because he 
wants to be long gone by tile time you return home; but 
if he breaks in without realizing you are there, don’t 
panic. 
DON’T CONFRONT THE BURGLAR. Chances are if 
you don’t provoke the burglar, he won’t harm you. 
DON’T PULL A GUN or other weapon on him. He 
may take it away from you or respond by using his own 
weapon. 
DON’T FIGHT HIM unless you are attacked. If you 
are, fight with any and every means you have 
available. 
BE COOPERATIVE if you have to deal with a 
burglar face to face. Try to remember how he looks— 
his approximate height, weight and how he’s dressed— 
to help police identify him later. 
AVOID MEETING A BURGLAR by shutting and, if 
possible, locking a door between you. Phone the police 
at 424-5678, then open a window and yell. 
PRETEND TO BE ASLEEP, if you wake up and find 
a burglar in your room. Don’t move until he’s gone.

Jackson Elemen­ 
tary and Hughston schools 
were dedicated during the 
year, with plans in the offing 
for others to open and for the 
construction of a stadium. 
Deanna Gloyd, Plano’s 
youngest organic farmer, a 
pretty ten-year-old, 
came 
home from Dallas with 
second place honors from 
the Junior Farmers Market 
and G ardners show; Jim 
“Red Ryder” Bannon, a 
former western movie star 
and 
Plano 
resident, 
published a book which was 
introduced in the city, and in 
September the school board 
IM'esented Dr. H. Wayne

A new sub-courthouse was 
established in Plano on July 
I which will alleviate trips to 
McKinney for many County 
needs, and also locat'^d near 
the substation is a new bus 
station. 
It was a year of greit hope 
for the Plano Wildcat: and 
their boosters who went 
right up to the bi-district grid 
battle without losing a game. 
But Texas stadium and 
Longview proved too much, 
as the Wildcats hopes were 
dashed in a surprising and 
disappointing game. 
An even greater surprise 
occurred at the end of the 
year, with the resignation of 
John Clark as head football 
coach after ten years of 
memorable football history 
in Plano. Clark will remain 
on the school staff as 
director of athletics. 
(Chosen as Homecoming 
Queen during the 1975 season 
was pretty Carmen Herrera. 
Collin County in 1975 
became what some have 
referred to as a dumping 
ground when four young 
women’s bodies were found 
in four separate locations, 
including the City of Plano— 
and one Plano girl was 
kidnapped on Nov. 16 in 


downtown Plano. However, 
that had a happy ending 
when she was returned to 
her home one week later. 
A summation of events 
during 19*^ indicates steady 
growth for Plano through the 
quiet participation ^ its 
citizens, each working for 
the future without clamoring 
for fanfare, but with a 
merging of talents to make it 
the best city in the state. 
With that kind of foun­ 
dation, we move into a 
special 
season—Bicenten­ 
nial 1976—a culmination of 
caring people from a lot of 
big and little towns who 
helped us reach this year in 
peace, prosperity and hope 
for the future.

A vote for vinegar 
as glue remover 


By Polly Cramer 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I bought som e towels, tablecloths, 
etc. to embroider. They have labels stuck on them with 
some kind of glue that rem ains after I have labored with 
removing the labels. I would like som e ideas on how to 
remove this remaining glue. 
Also, I would like to know how to remove the creases 
in double knits, polyesters and durable press garments 
after they are lengthened. — MRS. M E 
DEAR M .E. — Get oat your vinegar bottle. It may 
hold both your answers. ARer the labels are off your 
pieces to be embroidered, im m erse the glue stains in 
hot vinegar at or near the boiling point and leave until 
the glue stains disappear, which may take 15-20 
minutes. Rinse well, ^ m e tim e s just soaking in warm 
suds will do this. Then wash in fresh warm suds and 
rinse. 
I have had the best results (however this is not infalli­ 
ble) removing such creases by wringing a pressing cloth 
out of a strong vinegar-water solution. Lay wet cloth 
over creases and rinse. Test effect on fabric first. — 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with those can manufac­ 
turers who use the so-called easy built-in can openers. I 
som etim es spend five minutes trying to open a can and then 
have to use a can opener in the end. — MARIE B. 
DEAR POLLY — Desperate wrote that she could not rid her 
refrigerator of a fish odor, so I would like to pass on my ex­ 
perience. The refrigerator in a camping trailer we bought 
smelled of rotten fish and nothing I tried worked. Finally 
someone suggested that I try toothpaste Some fishermen use 
it on their hands to remove the odor of fish. I put the paste on a 
wet cloth and went over every inch of the inside of the 
refrigerator. Then I left it on just long enough to dry and rins­ 
ed it off with clear warm water A m iracle did happpen The 
odor was gone. I went over mine a second tim e but merely as a 
precautionary measure. We have never had any more 
problems with the odor. — E.M . M. 
DEAR POLLY — If your tank is always filled too full at the 
gas station and then gas runs down the side of the car, you 
might try the following. I read that one will save money by 
telling the attendant a specific amount such as $5 or $10 worth 
instead of saying “Fill it up" Just watch what you usually 
spend and then {Trop back a dollar or two and the gas will not 
be overflowing along with your money — B P.

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) 
— “I’d like to tell a couple of 
those Northern California 


writers who said that we 
didn’t belong here to go to 
hell,’’ UCLA’s Dick Vermeil 
said angrily. 
“ I knew we could beat 


Ohio State and our players 
knew we could beat Ohio 
State.” 
In the shocker of the bowl 
season on New Year’s Day, 


the Bruins may have cost the 
No. 1-rated Buckeyes a 
national 
championship. 
Coach Woody Hayes was so 
upset after UCLA’s 23-10 


victory that he wouldn’t talk 
to anybody. 
“If we hadn’t screwed up 
against Washington and Air 
Force,” said John Sciarra, 


the key Bruin in the major 
upset, “I think we’d be the 
national champions.” 
It was written in Northern 
California—and the rest of 
the country too—that UCLA 
didn’t belong on the same 
field with the Big Ten 
powerhouse. 
Ohio State went into the 
game with an 11-0 record and 
had blown the Bruins out of 
the Los Angeles Coliseum 41- 
20 Oct. 4. 
Sciarra, a second team 


AllAmerica behind Toledo’s 
Gene 
Swick, 
and 
his 
teammates weren’t awed by 
the Buckeyes. 
The nifty Bruin quar­ 
terback fired touchdown 
strikes of 16 and 67 yards to 
Wally Henry in the third 
quarter and Wendell Tyler 
streaked 54 yards for a 
fourth-quarter 
score. 
Sciarra was voted the player 
of the game. 


By UPI 
Landry Named Coach of Year 


“We played our best game 
of the season because we 
knew we had to,” said Tyler, 
who outplayed die Buckeyes’ 
twotime Heisman Trophy 
winner, Archie Griffin. ‘‘We 
wanted it. We wanted it 
more than they did.” 
In the final seconds, Hayes 
took the long walk across the 


field and was embraced by 
Vermeil, a former Los 
Angeles Rams’ assistant in 
his second year as head 
coach at UCLA. 
Sciarra completed 13-of-l9 
passes for 212 yards, going 9- 
for-13 for 173 yards and two 
TDS in the second half. 
The Buckeyes led just 3-0 
at half time although they 
dominated the first half, 
rolling up 174 yards to 48 for 
the Bruins. In the second 
half, UCLA outgained Ohio 
State 366 yards to 124. 
Tyler, who suffered a 
cracked wrist in the Bruins 
fifth game at Stanford, was 
simply unstoppable in the 
second half. He reeled off 177 
yards on 21 carries while 
Griffin carried 17 times for 
93 yards.

Coach of the Year in the

ference. 
Landry, the only coach in 
the 15-year history of the 
Cowboys, won in a narrow 
vote, getting 12 of the 39 
votes from the UPI selection 
panel, which consists of 
three writers 
from 
each 


conference city. 
Rick Forzano of Detroit 
finished second with IO 
votes, followed by Bud Grant 
of 
M innesota 
and 
Don 
Coryell of St. Louis each with 
sight. 


Landry 
also won 
the 
award in 1966. No coach has 


ever won it more than twice, 
as Landry joined Don Shula, 
George Halas, Albe Sher­ 
man and George Allen as 
two-time winners. 
Dallas missed the playoffs 
last season for the first time 
in nine years.

offseason, 
Landry lost four starters 


through retirement (Bob 
Lilly, Walt Garrison, Dave

Cincinnati Bengal Mentor 
Retires After 41 Years 
Brown 


CINCINNATI (U PI) — 
Paul Brown, who coached 
the most victories in the 
history' of football, quietly 
ended his 41-year coaching 
career Thursday night by 
retiring as head coach of the 
Cincinnati Bengals. 
Brown, 67, still spry and in 
good health, said he will 
continue 
as 
general 
manager of the Bengals, the 
National Football 
League 
team he helped form in 1968. 
Brown picked assistant 
coach Bill Johnson to take 


over as head coach and hired 
Mike McCormack, who was 
fired last month as the 
Philadelphia Eagles’ head 
coach, to take Johnson s 
place as offensive line coach. 
Brown’s coaching career 
started in 1930 at Severn 
(Md.) Prep and later in­ 
cluded high school, college, 
military and pro teams for 
an amazing record of 351- 
134-16. 
He was an innovator of 
“scientific” football as it is 
played and coached today. 


He is credited with inventing 
face bars on helmets, was 
the first to employ a year- 
round coaching staff and the 
first to call plays from the 
sidelines via substitutions on 
every play. 
Before coaching in the pro 
ranks, he was Ohio State 
University head coach from 
1941-43, 
leading 
the 
Buckeyes to the national 
championship in 1942. 
But Brown probably was 
best known for his long 
career as head coach of the 


Cleveland Browns from 1946 
to 1962, where he developed 
such stars as Jimmy Brown, 
Otto Graham and Lou ‘‘The 
Toe” Groza. 
Stunned 
and 
bitterly 
disappointed when he was 
fired as head coach of the 
Browns in 1962, Brown 
dropped out of football 
before surfing the Bengals 
in 1968. 
'Ibis past season year the
